French Vessel 
Said Halted 
In Caribbean 


British Patrol Ship Re- 
| ported Captor of 
Winnipeg. 

FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, 
May 28.—(4)—A radio message 
that a foreign warship had fired 
a blank shot across the bow of the 
French merchant ship Winnipeg ~ 
in the Caribbean Sea early Mon- 
day morning was the last word 
heard here from that ship, au- 
thorities declared tonight. 

The Winnipeg had radioed a 
short while before that message 
that she was asked to stop by a 
foreign warship. 

Officials here said they believed 
she had been taken to Trinidad 
by a British or Dutch warship. 

Local authorities are working in 
the American 
consul and naval observer to have 
the ship released. The incident 
took place within the American 
neutrality zone, it is _ believed, 
about 40 miles northeast of this 
French island. 

(In Washington it was reported 
the Winnipeg was 
seized by a British patrol vessel 
and taken to a port in Barbados. 
French Ambassador Gaston Hen- 
ry-Haye called at the State De- 
partment for information concern- 
ing the interception.)

_ President Roosevelt’s words, in his radio 
speech of Tuesday night, were gratifyingly 
, strong. He minced no language in voicing the 
views of the vast majority of Americans re- 
garding the world situation and American 
concern therein. 

It is to be hoped that, without undue de- 
lay, strong words will be followed by actions 
equally as strong. 

The President has proclaimed an unlimited 
national emergency. That is about the strong- 
est official step he can take short of actual 
armed intervention and an appeal to congress 
to declare a state of war. 

He has shut the door in the face of those 


few who have argued a peace of negotiation 
might be achieved now. He flatly declared no 
peace is possible with the criminals who now 
control Nazi Germany. In saying that he voiced 
what all should know, that such a peace would 
be but a German victory and provide oppor- 
tunity for the Nazis to gather together their 
forces and to increase their mechanical might 
for a new and more vicious attempt to win 
world control. 

There was no equivocation in the President’s 
language. He promised not only the full 
strength of this country in furnishing war aid 
to the fighting democracies, he promised also 
that this country would see that material was 
delivered to Britain and to China. 

He asserted, without qualifying clause, this 
country would, as throughout its history, cham- 
pion the cause of the freedom of the seas, any- 
where in the world. 

He warned Germany this country would 
fight in its own defense whenever it decided 
the opening phases of attack against the West- 
ern Hemisphere had begun. Even though, he 
said, that attack might be launched far from 
the shores of the Americas. 

“The new Bunker Hill,” he said, “might take 
place thousands of miles away from Boston.” 

° The President made direct reference to the 
strikes which have hitherto delayed so serious- 
ly the national defense effort. He warned that 
no disputes between “capital and capital, labor 
and labor, capital and labor,” could be permit- 
ted to interfere with the full effort of the 


- J 


British ship. For the present bulwalk of Amer- 
ica is Britain and we are being attacked, 
through Britain, just as though the enemy 
guns were trained upon our own outer line of 
defense. 

It is sincerely to be hoped, regardless of the 
state of practical war in which we now stand, 
that honest and sincere criticism of the gov- 
ernment and of its handling of our affairs 
shall not be throttled. It has not been throttled 
in England. But, at the same time, there is 
another form of expression which, for the unity 
and safety of the nation, must be halted. That 
is the words and actions of those who, hiding 
under the cloak of free speech, are attempting 
to sow discord and to disrupt the American 
people. They are neither more nor less than 
enemies at work among us and they must be 
stopped. 

There is a vast difference between free criti- 
cism and outpourings which can only delay the 
great task ahead and sow seeds of distrust and 


fear among the American people. °

Impact of War 

Passing strange it is that a drouth was 
needed to bring home to the people of the 
south the impact of war on modern life— 
however far removed from the battlefield.

The power shortage is a direct outgrowth of 
the defense program yet, at the same time, it 
would not have been pressing without the 
unexpected drouth threatening the capacities 
of the hydroelectric generating plants of 
north Georgia and the Tennessee valley. The 
combination is destined to make great 
changes in the mode of life to which we have 
become accustomed. 

But it will not necessitate a sacrifice com- 
parable to that being made by the people of 
England, for example. There will be no total 
blackout, no cutting off of all electric power. 
Such a shutdown would indeed affect the 
people of this country a thousandfold more 
than it has in England, for the people of this 
country use a thousandfold more articles run 
by electric power. 

The loss of maximum use of electric power 
is but one sacrifice. There will be more—and 
for these America must be ready.

LESSONS OF CRETE WASHINGTON, May 28.—Actually all 

we can learn about the fighting around, 
over and in Crete can be said to strengthen the view that Britain 
herself can resist an invasion successfully. It is not good news for 
Ireland. Once more the value of speed is stressed when each new 
type 6f war plane is faster and more powerful. We have a lesson 
in the importance of air defensive and air striking power for our 
island bases. 

Around, over and in! There has heen nothing like this bat{le in 
all history. It is the future kind of battle: the kind we probably 
shall have to fight ourselves when we are at war. 

“Around” was the British sea defense of Crete. “Over” was in 
warplane against warplane and against ships. “In” was land de- 
fense against troops landed by transport planes and gliders. And 
all was close-quarters fighting from the skies to the infantry mixing 
it up hand-to-hand. 

What further evidence have we of how deadly and decisive is 
the challenge of air power to the supremacy of naval power? 


THE NAVAL PROBLEM With all the eastern Mediterranean 


to patrol Admiral Sir Andrew Cun- 
ningham could not have had a large naval force around Crete. The 
naval job was to prevent the approach of troop transports to make 
a landing. A flotilla of them made a rush from under the cover of 
the islands of the Aegean and under the protection of German 
submarines and speedboats and Italian submarines and destroyers 
and some Italian major ships. 

In swift maneuvers the British warships had to run down enemy 
troopships and avoid torpedoes. Meanwhile, since the enemy had 
mastery of the air, they were targets for enemy bombers, which 
were largely free from British fighter interference. 2 

In such a battle royal, which favored superior plane power, the 
British were bound to lose some warships. ‘The point is that the 
effectiveness of the British naval defense of Crete augurs, with 
adequate air support, heavy punishment for German troop transport 
in any invasion of Britain. 

For defense against troop transport planes and gliders Major 
General Bernard C. Freyberg’s little army also suffered from want 
of fighter support. The RAF was hampered by lack of level ground 
in that mountainous island for establishing temporary air fields for 
its too short-range fighters. This was also a handicap for German 
troop transport and glider planes in landing. 


AIR BORNE ARTILLERY? In spite of all the talk to that 


; effect there is no evidence that 
planes carried light tanks or artillery pieces of moderately large 
caliber. Jt is practicable to land them at an airdrome, but they 
require too large parachutes to make it practicable to bail them out. 

General Freyberg had too small a force to cover the irregular 
terrain of the stretch of the island. The odds were bound to be 
in the Germans’ favor as they kept up the air-flow of troops, as by 
far the most striking demonstration in the war of the speed with 
which 100 troop transport planes towing gliders can move a large 
force in short round trips. 

Say the distance is 200 miles, and 5,000 or more can be moved 
avery three or four hours. But the transport plane is quite vul- 
néerable to regulation antiaircraft gun fire and to fighter fire.

From France German transport planes might land more than 
50,000 men in Britain in a single day. But Britain has 2,000,000 or 
more men under arms and a still larger number of the home guard 
many of whom are crack shots. She has roads for the quick move- 
ment of her guns and tanks, and a year’s preparation behind her 
naval wall. This does not discount the danger of German bombers 
smashing her airdromes to prepare the way for invasion. 


AS TO IRELAND Probably the Germans could land 25.000 

men by air transport in a single day in Ire- 
land, and as many more the next day, if they could get past British 
fighter interference. Even though the Irish rose above their tradi- 


_ tional fighting spirit, they lack tanks, antiaircraft guns, artillery, 


fighters and bombers. 

The Battle of Crete reminds us that we were right in having 
longer-range fighters than the British Hurricanes and Spitfires 
which were designed for home island defense. We need these and 
long-range bombers for our island bases where we must be sure of 
the mastery of the air. Otherwise we may lose warships. We must 
have both the warships and the war planes, They are a big team 
for overseas defense.

ABOUT 340 B. C, 1 would like to put down a few quotae| 
tions from a speech and see if you can 
guess the author: | 

“It is the duty of the statesman to see events in their be- 
ginnings—to discern tendencies beforehand, and proclaim them 
in advance to others—to abridge as much as possible the rubs, 
impediments, jealousies, and tardy movements, inseparable 
from the march of a free state, and to infuse among the citizens 
harmony, friendly feelings, and zeal for the performance of 

‘their duties.” 

“Some of you, seeing the abundance of commodities and 
the cheapness of markets, are beguiled into the belief that the 
state is in no danger. You imagine that to live quiet, to per- 
form no duty, to abandon one thing after another and let stran- 
gers seize on all, brings with it marvelous welfare and abun- 
dant security. Through cowardice and dullness of understand- 
ing you think that these are the ways of peace. You would 
rather perish with all your possessions than contribute a part 
of them to preserve yourself and the remainder. But it is well 
for you to remember that when the aspirant for power has 
gained his object, he is master of those who have sought safety 
in meekess, and he does not employ them to advise him in 
future proceedings; for, knowing their baseness, he loathes and 
mistrusts and spurns them. Every new acquisition merely be- 
comes capital for acquiring more, and the meek are harnessed 
to the chariot of the conqueror and used as instruments for new 
conquests.” 

“Whoever contrives and prepares the means for your con- 
quest, is at war with you before he darts or draws the bow. 
If another, having arms in his hands and a large force around 
him, amuses you with the name of peace, while he carries on 
the operations of war, what is left to you but to defend your- 
selves? You may profess to be at peace, if you like, as Philip 
does; I quarrel not with that. But if any man supposes this to 
be a peace, which will enable Philip to master all else and 
attack you at last, he is a madman, or he talks of a peace to- 
wards him by you, not towards you by him. That it is that 
Philip purchases by all his expenditure, the privilege of assail- 
ing you without being assailed in turn. The easiest thing in 
the world is self-deceit, for every man believes what he wishes, 
though the reality is often different.” 


It reads very much like Mr. Roosevelt’s speech of Tuesday 
night; the speech which plainly and painstakingly told Hitler, Italy 
and Japan where we stand. It was an important speech. 

The one quoted above was made by another wisé man. 

Demosthenes said it in a speech to the Athenians about 340 
years B. C. It was true then. And it is true today.

Georgia Editors Say: 


FORGET PERSONALITIES—VOTE FOR WHAT 
IS BEST FOR THE STATE OF GEORGIA. 


By Quimby Melton.

On June 3 the voters of Georgia will have to 
pass on a list of constitutional amendments that 
are a mile long, many of them being of no state- 
wide interest. But there are several of them that 
are of vital importance to the Georgia of tomor- 


row. 

One of these would make the term for gov- 
ernor four years instead of two years as at present. 
There are many reasons why this change would 
benefit Georgia—but already some people who 
are opposing the change are attempting to use 
personalities to defeat the amendment. 

There are many reasons why a four-year term 
for governor would benefit the state. The best 
argument as we see it is that a governor elected 
for four years would spend all of his time being 
governor and would not have to continually cam- 
paign for re-election, as they do at present under 
the two-year term system. 

Governors are elected for four-year terms in 
95 states of the Union. In one state, New Jersey, 
the governor serves 3 years. Alabama, Florida, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Virginia, among the southern 
states, follow the four-year term. 

One trouble with Georgia is that personal poli- 
tics plays such a prominent part. 

In some instances county officials have under- 
taken to organize opposition to the four-year term 
for governor. “That’s too long a term for any 
man,” they say. Still these very same county offi- 
cials are elected for four-year terms and in some 
instances for six-year terms. 

If four years is “too long” for any governor— 
then why isn’t four years or six years “too long” 
for any county official? 

And the county officials might bear in mind 
that the constitutional amendment specifies that a 
governor may not run to succeed himself, after 
he has served a four-year term. How would the 
county officials like to have such a restriction 
placed on thei? succeeding themselves? 

When you vote on June 3 on the constitutional 
amendments vote as you please, that’s your privi- 
lege. But, for the sake of Georgia, don’t let 
whether you like or dislike Governor Talmadge 
or any other state official, who will be affected 
by the lengthening of the term of office, influence 
you in your vote. |
